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The Floods at an End and the 
Farmers Busy at Work. 


Only the Extreme Lower Portion of the 
River Lands Now Submerged. 


Special tothe Post-Dispatch. 

VICKSBURG, Miss., March 28.—Encourag- 
ing reports are received here to-day from 
points on the river above here. Refuge, on 
the Mississippi side, is entirely freed from 
water. A large enough quantity of land 
for the safe-keeping of stock 
has appeared in Washington and 
Issaquena counties, andthe stock is being 
congregated atthe different landings. At 
Leota and Duncan’s fully two feet of the bank 
has appeared, but the flood is still a consider- 
able distanee up against the levee. Ths town |} 
of Mayerville bas emerged from the water, 
although a good deal of the county 
back of the tewn is _ still sub- 
merged. Wherever the land has 
appeared the planters have begun active 
preparations for putting in their crops. Hope 
is entertained that an average crop will be 
raised. The land is just beginning to be per 
ceptible at Brunswick Point and at Chatard— 
but confidence is being restored among the 
people at the sight of it. At Eagle 
Bend the water is falling at the 


rate of from two and one half to three inches 
~ each twenty-four hours. The back water 
is reducing rapidly in volume. In fact in all 
the districts lying contiguous to the river the 
water is subsiding, exceptina fewof them. 
Farming operations have been commenced at 
every place the land has 

peared and the earth has 
sufficiently dry for the plow. From Wilton’s 
to Willow Point several breaks occur in the 
levee, There isa little dry land at Hender- 
son’s, but from there clear down to Duck- 
port nothing can he seen in the way of land 
but portions of the levees. From Laugher- 
ty’s Ferry to Williams’ planting is general, 
while from Fagonia all the way down to Hun- 
tonia from two to seven feet water is reported 
to be over everything. There is a fali here, 
however, averaging from two and a half to 
three inches in every twenty-four. hours, 
which is encouraging. At Johnville the river 
has gone down two to three feet. In this sec- 
tion of country many » pa are sulfering for 
the necessities of life. The condition of 
affairs at Yazoo City is not much 
changed. There are many water-bound 
and flood-stricken people still in the city. 
The river has receded about two inches in 
the last twenty-four hours. The water at 
Greenwood, below here, is falling slowly. 
Word is received from New Qrieans that the 
crevasse at Arizona plantation is now tweive 
feet deep and 200 feet wide. This may over- 
flow all the sugar plantatious belowit. The 
entire Gros Tete country is said to be sub- 
merged. Back-water is encroaching on. the 
plantations of West Baton Rouge. 


Subsided. 

At last. the dreaded deluge has nearly sub- 
sided; along the heavy clouds the silver lining 
is plainly discernible. The rainbow of 
promise spans . the sufferers’ sky 
and the covenant is recognized. 

From all along the line, with the exception 
of the extreme lower portiogs, reports of a 
most encouraging opature are daily 
crowding over the wires. Refugees 


who sought Cairo, Memphis, Helena, Green- 
ville and Vicksburg for safety are emerging 
from their arks, and dividing them- 
selves into parties to repair to 
their respective abiding places, 
The remaining stock and cattle are being 
hunted up and corraled, fences are being re- 
built, stables are under construction, farming 
implements are fast being placed in proper 
condition and planting will soon be; inau- 
gurated with redoubled energy, the conse- 
quence of the reaction from long continued 
idleness, Fears forthe general crop of the 
flooded districts have been dissi- 
pated by the early subsidence 
of the flood, and should the season, from a 
meteorological standpoint, prove favorable,the 
crops will be unusually abundant, the pro- 
ducing power of the land augmented as it has 
been by the alluvial deposit, the result of the 
overflow.

He was then told of the purpose to 
rob the train that night, and received in- 
structions to meet the partv at the Blue 
Cut. When he arrived there were 
twelye persons present, seven young men 
from the neighborhood and five of the old 
James gang. He savs that these five, headed 
by Jesse himself, entered the express car,and 
afterward the passenger coaches, while the 
other seven Kept up the racket outside. When 
the train had been sacked they all collected 
in the woods a short distance from 
the track, where the leader appeared with a 
large sack containing the booty. He said 
there was no time 

TO DIVIDE THE SPOILS 
then, as the train people would be after them 
at once, . but told the boys to 
meet him on the east fork 
of the Blue River one week from that night, 
when adivvy would be made. They then 
separated, the boys going to tneir homes, and 
the five men riding off with the swag.

Chief Kennett Says in a Month 
No Gambliag-House Shall 
Be Open. 
wcdiadisedeailaediadlinin 
His Plans—The Gambling Dens Now 
Running—Arguments Before 
Judge Laughlin. 


This morning a report was laid on Chief 
Kennett’s desk atthe Four Courts informing 
him of the status of the gambling-houses 
about town. Last night keno was played at 
Pate’s, No. 12 North Fourth street, and south- 
east corner Of Fourth ard Walnut. Faro 
was dealt at Isase Treadway’s, No. 107 
North Fifth street. At No.9; South Fifth, 
McCarren & Emery’s place, a game of poker 
was Started, and the ‘‘lagy-out’’ was packed 
away inonecorner. No. 1124, 114% and 1i5 
North Sixth and No. 604 Washington avenue 
closed doors. The proprietors deny that they 
have stopped in obedience to Chief hennett’s 
letter, but Say they have abandoned 
the business for the presert for reasons best 
knownto themselves. This morning Chief 
Kennett was foundin his office at the Four 
Courts, and in reply to a question |. con- 
cerning the situation said: ‘*There 
are three gambling houses open 


inthiscity now. Theregular game was not 
run at Kelly’s last night.” 

‘‘Do you intend to close all the houses 
now?’’ 

‘*Yes, though I doubtthe wisdomofit. The 
law is there and itis toolate to discuss any- 
thing like that now. Last July, when they 
were all closed, we had

for $800 tor bunko games. They would hirea 
room, skin agray and decamp. When the 
police got there there was nothing but a bare 
room. Since last Octobper we have only had 
three no; amounting to $300. It 
would be much better to let half a 
aozen houses ran with open doors, 
subject to prosecutios by any citizen and where 
the police could entet at any timethey wished. 
This would crowd oujskin games. But, as I 
said,thisis no time to discuss the matter, 
although these are my views on the subject. 
The law is there, andI will execute it.’’ 

‘*Will you close Pate’s.’’ 

‘*Yes, every housein town will be closed, 
not withstanding allthe care they take. Last 
night no less than adozen men tried to get 
into Pate’s, but failed. sut if it costs $60 
a man I “intend to get them 
into the houses, and by the first wf next May 
there will not be a house open. It may bethat 
I will be able to Close themin much less time 
than that, but by next May I will bave cases 
piled up against every house that will close 
them.’’ 

‘*How will you proeeed?’’ 

‘*‘Well, there will be no raiding. I will in- 
troduce the men andhave otbers to wait on 
the outside. Astheyleave players and pro- 
prietors will all be arrested and taken 
to the station-honse, where the inside 
man can identify them. Of course I do not 
intend to make public all my plans just 
now, but I will say there will not be. a gam- 
bling-house running io St. Louisin a month.

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CORONER’S INQUEST. 


James Higgins Killed by a Train on the 
Missouri Pacific. 


An inquest was held at the Coronffr’s office 
this morning at 10 o’clock on the body of 
James Higgins, who was killed last night by a 
train on the Missouri Pacific Ra‘iroad.- Jobn L. 


Leahey, the engineer of the train which killed 
Higgins, testified that at about 7 o’clock last 
evening as he was drawing passenger 
train No. 6 with his. engine No. 
252, and just as he had _ reached 
the Grand avenue crossing, he saw deceased 
walking west along the track, perhaps thirty 
yards ahead of the engine. ‘‘When I first 
saw him,’’ said Leahey, ‘‘I was running 
about ;twenty-five miles an hour, and sup- 
osed he would see the train approaching 
im. There was a Wabash freight train going 
out at the same time, and when I saw Higgins 
did not get off the track I _e 
half a dozen times; he 
made no move.’’ He was in the middie of the 
track when the engine struck him.

CAPT. KIDD’S PITCHER. 


All That Remains of the Bold Pirate’4 
‘Treasure. 
From the New York Times. 


Poor Capt. Kidd! What a victim he was 
after all to untoward circumstances, that is 
to say, if we are to believe his own account. 

Fancy a Scotchman, of the Paul Jones kind, 
born two centuries too soon, “tripping up the 
blue satin”? of the seas in a fast ey and 
sighting away off in the distance a Wt lum- 
bering Mochafrigzate! Why, the very per- 
fume of that other ship must have been 
wafted across the waters! She smelled of 
coffee and cinnamon, nutmegs, cloves, spice, 
and a rich odor of sugar permeated the 
stifling atmosphere. It was such a deserted 
waste of waters! London, Boston, Ad- 
miraly lords, colonial governozs and 
petty New England dignitaries were so fa 
Now all this happened before Gold- 
smith wrote. But why did the amiable 
Goldy put usin such a dilemma? Why did 
he ask us what we would do in case we had 4 
Mandarin’s hair in our possession, by the cute 
ting of which all this Chinaman’s wealth 
would be ours? He wantsto know how long 
it would be (providing no one saw us) before 
we severed that hair?

But he was even more 
ee-handed. Just before his departure, ac- 
cording tothe well-preserved traditions of 
the Gardiners, he sent to the island from his 
‘sloop astone pitcher filled with sweetmeats 
for the children of the family. Sailing then 
on his mission, as he disappeared at the 
opening of the sound, making his way toward 
Boston town, Kidd was journeying on to his 
goal, a felon’s fate. One can fancy the per- 
turbation of the island family when. weeks 
|} afterward, came to them the news that it was 
the famous, the dreaded Captain Kidd who 
had visited them. All about Kidd was 
vague, until the Earl of Beliamont’s 
agents reached the island and secured the 
treasure. Everything was carried away by 
them but the stone pitcher, which, being of 
no value, Was overlooked. #It remained, 
however, as an heirloom, and has been pre- 
served ever Since, for almost two centuries, 
by the Gardiner family. It has descended to 
the eldest of the female branch, and on the oc- 
casion of a recent marriage it was presented 
to a fair young bride. It isa plain stone jug 
of English make, 11 inches deep, pretty much 
of the same form as is in use to-day—only it 
is more accurate in outline than those our 
potteries turn out now and has a better glaze, 
In order to preserve the pitcher and to indi- 
cate its origin, ithas just been hooped with 
silver and its story engraved on the metal. 

At a leading silversmith’s on Broadway this 
queer old brown-stone jug was examined 
yesterday, and how it came down from an 
early member of the Gardiner family in 1699 
to the present one in 1881 was noted. It took 
but very little imagination to see the free- 
booter fill the jue upto the brim with the 
cloying West Indian sweetmeats, to hand it 
over the sloop’s side, and” Bay in a gruff 
voice to the boatman. *“*This jug, mate, take to 
the lady and the children on the island, with 
my duty.’’ 

Poor devil of a Capt. Kidd! He had a wife 
and achild of his own. Just as likely he 
saw trouble ahead, for before him loomed 
Newgate, a gibbet, and the clank of chains 
sounded in his ears. Still, it was a kindly 
thing for him to remember the children, and 
so this old stone jug perpetuates at least 
some pleasing act on the part of that scourge 
of the seas, Capt. Kidd.-

HOT SPRINGS. 


The Best-Known Institution in the 
State of Arkansas. 
*:Gath’s’’ Letter to Cincinnati Enauirer. 


The Hot Springs are better known than al} 
the rest of the contents of Arkansas together 
to outsiders. They are undoubtedly extraor- 
dinary waters for the cure of rheumatism 
and scrofulous complaints, and, although I 
observed a number of foreign doctors under- 
rating the effect of the waters, the almost 
daily evidence of visitors departing in an im- 
proved or even a well condition significantly 
telis the story. Thereis but one mountain 
out of which the hot water flows, and that is 
now the property solely of the United States 
Government, under its general law reserving 
mineral lands on the public domain from 
agricultural settlement. 

The natives had pyar on this ground, 
and began to contend with each other in the 
local courts of Arkansas, and thexce appealed 
to the Government, which soon found out 
that none of them had any rights, and instead 
of dispossessing them with that stern- 
ness common to ali Governments but the 
American, which is therefore less obeyed 
than any Government inthe world, it pro- 
vided that all these squatters should pur- 
chase their improvements ata very small 
figure. Whereupon they created a lobby, 
went to Washington, and, meeting with no 
opposition, hud the Government right cut 
down sixty per cent, thereby retaiaing all of 
the Hot Springs gorge or cleft, except that 
part immedistely about the fountains. If the 
Gevernment had been decisive enough it 
would have moved allthese miscraple shan- 
ties constituting the town of Hot Springs 
into an open field less than & 
mile distant, where there would have been 
to-day a respectable town, imstead ofa deep 
quagmire running up through a gorge, and 
with the privileges of a street usurping the 
place of a mountain rijl which had been ac- 
customed to flow out through that gorge, and 
really needs the whole width of the way. The 
people are now demanding that the Govern- 
ment, having some interest in the place, shall 
pave this street and cover the gulf or 
brook running between the street and the 
Hot Springs Mountain, which infringes so 
closely upon it. see no reason why the 
Government may not do _ this, less 
with respect to the people of Hot 
Springs than with regard to the Governmént’s 
own good name at a place where 
it has an_ interest, and which is 
frequented by thousands of strangers from 
other countries. There i3 no place in Europe 
affording a remady equal tothe Hot Springs 
of Arkansas for eithér rheumatism or 
syphilis. I took three baths at the Springs, 
and obtained a fair idea of the use and effect 
of the waters. Several of the bath-houses are 
handsome and commodious, and are aaid to 
have cost $59,000 apiece. The Government 
taxes each bath-tub a small amount per an- 
hum, that being the easiest way to collect the 
debt. The hot water flowing out of the 
mountain into the bath-tubs has manifest 
electrical conditions, and is probably saturated 
with alkaline matter, though it is perfectly 
transparent water. When it is allowed to 
settle or to evaporate with any substance like 
a sponge init, it produces a stiff deposit or 
makes a petrifaction. I presume that by the 
eff-ct of the heat in the water its mineral 
properties go through the pores and enter 
into the circulation, and expel or sweat out 
the acids and poisons which make both rheu- 
matism and syphilis. The bath is assisted by 
swallowing some ofthe hot water, which is 
not unpleasant to the taste, nor unweicome 
tothe stomach. Attachedto the bath is a 
steam box, in which the inva.id can sitfor a 
minute or two with his head in the open air, 
and it greatly promotes the sweat, which 
continues some time after the bath and the 
attendant manipulation thereof. Sometimes 
these baths so weaken the new comer that he 
faints, but I found I could take my bath at 
six o’cloek in the morning, before breakfast, 
and bein my room at seven, and at my 
breakfast at eight, and on horseback: at nine 
o’clock. Thesecond day I perceived that I 
perspired much more than the first, and the 
third day | was weaker than on either day, 
but apparently perspired less. Even those 
three baths modified the amount of flesh, and 
I am satisfied thatifI had remained about 
three weeks at the place, some traces of gout 
I have Lad for a few years would have been 
elinyinated. 


UNFORTUNATE DORA. 


Ruined by Her Minister, She Dies of a 
Broken Heart. | 
From the Albany Argus, March 22. 
The death of Dora Forbes, at Rutland, Vt., | 
on Thursday, March 16, has created intense 
excitement at her former home in Brunswick. 
Her history is the too common one of 4 con- 
tiding Woman ruined by a weak and un- 
worthy minister. To some lady friends 
Dora Forbes retated the story of her ruin, 
shortly before her death. She had come from 
Troy, Rensselaer county, she said, where she 
had worked asa miliiuer for nearly a year. 
She wasa devout Methedist, like all ber toiks, 
and attended church at Brunswick frequently. 
She became acquainted with the pastor, 
and finaily was too intimate with 
him. When her condition became known to 
him he advised her strongly to go away, and 
offered to pay any expenses incurred. She 
concluded to confide in ber sisier, Mary 
Trimble. The Jatter forgave her sister’s sin, 
and told her to go to Arlington until the lat- 
ter’s house at Rutland was made ready. Her 
condition at Ariingion became so pronounced 
that she went to Rutiand, hoping that before 
her confinement she would be domiciled in 
ber sister’s home. Mrs. Trimble said her 
sister’s name was Dora Forbes, and that she 
was twenty-eight vears old. Her sister’s 
condition had been known to her for more 
than a month, and she had caused Dorato go 
to Rutland, believing she would be abis to 
receive her at her own house and hide the 
matter from the world. Dora Forbes had 
been at Arlington ten days pievious to her 
appearance ai Rutiand, expecting the Trim- 
bles to arrive at the latter place from Crown 
Point. A fire at the Trimbie homestead had 
destroyed their plan. Saturday, March 4, a 
girl was born. : A doctor wasin daily atten- 
dance, but despaired of saving the Jife of his 
patient, for grief was killing her. She 
was dying of a broken heart. Thursday, 
March 16, Dora’ Forbes died _— 
nervous prostration. She was surrounded by 
all ber relatives, and resigned life peacefully. 
The ciergyman accused is the Rev. W. L. 
Smith? pastor of the Methodist Chureb at 
Brunswick. A reporter went to bis house 
yesterday mornivg and saw him. He divined 
the reporter’s errand before it was stated,and, 
calling his wife, shut the door. ‘‘I calied in 
reference to Miss Dora Forbes.” ‘*‘Don’t 
publish it, for God’s szke,’”? said Mrs. Smith, 
it will ruin, it will kill mv husband.” “Your 
busband can nodoubt clear himself,’’ sug- 
gested the reporter. ‘‘Ilcan’t,’’ said Mr. 
Smith. “Circumstances are against me, and 
its* publication meais ruin—nothivg but 
ruin.’? Mr. Smith claims to have written but 
one letter, and that was the one concerning 
the sum of $50, which he sent her for friend- 
ship he bore her father, who, when his cir- 
cumstances pérmitied, was one of the most 
willing and generous contributors to the sup- 
ort ofthe church. Thetheory of the Rev. 
r. Smith and bis supporters now is that the 
clergyman is the victim of a terrible conspira- 
cy. The charge is that a near relative of the 
girl is the seducer, and that he connived with 
Dora F\rbes to make sthe dying statement in- 
criminating the Rev. Mr. Smith.

A Man Who Photographs Horses While 
in Motion. 
From Olive Logan’s London Letter. 

Artistic peuple are al) talking about Muv- 
bridge, of -Pato Alto, Catiforaia, who has 
cume hither with that rare desideratum— 
something new. Mr. Muybridge is the in- 
ventor oi the curious process of photegraph- 
ing men aod animalsia motion, which awak- 
encd great interest on the Pacific Coast,where 
it was first exhibited. Crowds of persons 
frem Sau Feancisco used to go down tv Palo 
Aito, a dis'ance of thirty miles, to see the gay 


fuil troi, or canteriog sracefully, or gallop- 
ing furiously. The horse in all his pranks 
and attributes is nowhere more appre- 
ciated than on the Pacific Coast, and 
Mr. Mubridge was favored by What they 
here call “tthe patronage’’ of some of 
the leading citizens of San Francisco: A few 
months ago Mr. Muybridve came abroad and 
went immediately tou Paris, where he waa re- 
ceived with the utmost enthusiasm by the 
very artists who one would think would 
take the least interest in the productions of 
the camera. Meissonier gave a brilliant 
soiree in honor of the California artist, at 
which Alexander Dumas and the leading 
lights of the artistic and literary worlds were 
present. Itis interesting tohear Mr. Muy- 
bridge tell of the great painter of little figures 
and of his enthusiasm over the discovery 
which the Californian has been lucky enough 
to make, Meissonier gave Muvbridge a glow- 
ing jetter ofintreduction to Alma Tadema, 
and this, with one forthe EKariof Rosebery, 
which the ariist had received from Mr. Sam 
Ward, of New York, has opened the way 
for our compatriot in both artistic and aristo- 
tocratic circies. Lord Rosebery-——-enthusiastic 
amateur of the horse—was fascinated with 
Mr. Muybridge’s album of photos, and begged 
the privilege of taking the book home to show 
to Lady Rosebery. But these are smal! com- 
pliments in comparison to the real honors 
which the coming week hasin store for our 
clever American sun artist. The London [n- 
stitute—most sedate, big-wigged and con- 
servative of bodies—has held a meeting to 
consider whether the exhibition of photo- 
graphs representing men and animals in 
motion is of a nature sufficiently calm and 
scientific to tranapire before their grave 
and reverend selves. The Council has 
come to the conclusion that it is so. 
On Monday night, therefore, an 
exhibition of the results of Mr. 
Muybridge’s invention will be holden at the 
London Institute, and on the next night, in 
the private Hall of the Royal Academicians, 
at Burlington House, the exhibition jwill be 
repeated. These two meetings will comprise 
the flower of two high representative classes 
in Kngland. The firat will include the great- 
est scientific lights of the Kingdom, with a 
rare spice of srarsecindey A thrown in—perbaps 
rovalty will be present in the person of the 
heir apparent. At the second meeting all the 
R. A.’s will be in force—Alma Tadema, Marks 
and several other RK. A.’s being already warm 
friends and admirers of a photographer who 
has signalized himself by making a rare in- 
vention. In the midst of his Old World tri- 
umphs, Mr. Muybridge has found time+to drop 
in at my quarters on several oc¢asions for a 
friendly chat.

Fora long time the gamblers enjoyed perfect 


Nobody presumed to 
interfere with them and they soon waxed 
fat, rich and saucy. They took charge of the 
city, and evén wentso far asto treat the 
Mayor as asort of a good-natured nuisance. 


At last Mr. HARRISON, although friendly to

And for a Grand Boulevard from Seven- 
teenth to Grand Avenue, 


An important petition was presented for the 


action of the Board of Public Improvements, 


this morning. Itis the petition of Pine street 
property-owners in the following language: 
THE PETITION. 

At a meeting of property-owners af Pine 
street, held the 23d day of February, 1882, for 
the purpose of reconstructing said street with 
a suitable pavement, such as would be credit. 
able to the citizens of St. Louis, the following 


resolutions were unanimously passed, viz.: 
Resolved, That a petitionbe presented to the 


Board of Public Improvements forthwith for 


the purpose ot paving Pine street from Twelfth 
street to Grand avenue witha suitable pave- 
ment at the expense of the property- 
owners, to be assessed at an equal cost 
to each front foot, and that the said ordinance 
shall further provide to protect Pine street, 
when repaved, from heavy travel, and to be 
set aside as a boulevard from Séventeenth 
street west, as provided in other cities like New 
York, Baltimore, Chicago, etc., ete. 

Resolved, That each and every property- 
owner’s signature to affirm above will be so- 
licited by people committees appointed for 
that proper, anditisthe desireof this meet- 
ing that no delay or backwardness of property- 
owners be manifested, as we believe that their 
éarnest co-operation will guarantee the object 
of this effort.

The total number of petitioners isone hun- 
dred anc tenand the total number of front 
feet represented in the petition is 6.399. 
The total number of front feet 
on both sides of the street on Pine 
street between Seventeenth street and Grand 
avenue is about 9,000, sothat fully two-thirds 
of the grand total of front feet are represented 
by the petitioners. It will be noted that 
the Lucasand Turver families, who jonitly 
own very bumerous pieces of property on Pine 
street,/are notrepresentedjin the petition ; that 
while they have) refrained from signing the 
petition they propose to offer no objection 
of any kind to the reconstruction 
of the street. Another very large 
holder of property on Pine street is the Con- 
necticut Mutual Life Insurance Company, 
which assumes the same attitude towards the 
proposed measure as that taken by the Tur- 
ners and Lucas heirs, so that practically the 
petition represents the entire body of Pine 
street property-owners.

to sell ordinary refreshments in the picnic 
grounds and also to have aman in charge of 
the pump ana watering-place for horses near 
the ‘‘pool.’’ I would respectfully request that 
the Park Commissioner be authorized to 
grant Mr. Herbert said privileges, under 
proper restrictions, a3 soon as Lessee 
Herbert shall have filed with him 
a document in writing in which the said Her- 
bert and his sureties shall release the city from 
the necessity of appointing and paying such 
special overseer.

Police Court for keeping a carpet-beating es- 
tablishment which the Board of Health de- 
cided to be a nuisance.

discharged him. The Court of Appeals, 
atter stating that the evidence showed 
that the dust from the place was so bad 
that the neighbors, even in the hottest weath- 
er, had to keep their doors and windows clos- 
ed, and that the boarders left the houses in 
the neighborhood because they coulda not 
stand the fog, talks about Judge Cady’s de- 
cision as follows: 

‘‘This is one of those rare cases in which the 
judgment of an intelligent courtis so directly 
contrary to all the evidence that it cannot be 
permitted to stand. When proof nad been 
made of the official action of the Board of 
Health, with the notice to defend- 
ant and his refusal to comply, 
the plaintiff’s case was suffciently made out. 
There was nothing more to be done, unless the 
defendant (Steele) undertook to show 
that the facts were not true, 
etc,”"’ The court goes on to say that 
the Board of Health had already decided 
that the facts alleged,if true, were a nuisance, 
and that the court had no authority to deter- 
mine this matter, but must be guided by the 


board.

The Court of Criminal Correction had no 
authority to reverse the decision of the Board 
of Health asto whetherthere was arnuisance 
existing or not.

How the Great Ottawa Chief Was 
- Buried on the Site of the 
Southern.

Murdered in a Thicket Near Cahokia by 


a Hired Assassin. 


A reverend priest, in charge of one of the 
best known Catholic churches of this city, was 
gwalking down Walnut street yesterday to- 
wards the Cathedral, accompanied by a re- 
porter of the PosT-DISPATCH, when between 
Fourth and Fifth streets he stopped, pointed 
across tothe Southern Hotel and said: 

‘*‘Did you know that where this magnificent 


building now stands was once a grave-yard?’’ 
‘*‘When was 


‘*No,’’ said his companion. 
that?’’ 

‘‘The first person buried here was Pontiac, 
the great Indian chieftain, who was foully 
murdered. That incident occurred just 107 


years ago, and it would probably be worth 


your timejto investigate the subject.’’ 


In response tothe suggestion the reporter 
did interest himself,in the matter, obtaining 
some interestfhg factsconnected with that 
ites ates spot. 
in 1764 ail the territory east of the Mississippi 
River was surrendered by the French to the 
English, but Before the surrender was made, 
De Neyon de Villiers, the Governor and com- 
mander at Fort 4d .Chartres, ordered 
all of his g n to evacuate 
their séveral posts join him at Fort des 
Chartres. When Pontiac, Chief of the Ottawas, 
received information of the movement, he 


took a band of 400 warrjors and started to join~ 


De Villiers. 
NEAR THE POST 
were located the Iliinois and Mechignamici 
tribes of Indians, who had lost nearly 
all their active warriors, and they 
consisted mainly of old men and women. 
Pontiac addressed himself to these tribes and 
forced them to join his expedition. Then he 
marched into Fort des Chartres and proffered 
his servicesto the French to make war upon 
the English, but the French feared his treach- 
ery an nestioned his sincerity; besides, the 
territory had been regularly ceded to Great 
Britain by the King of France, and war would 
not for an instant be permitted undersuch cir- 
cumstanées. Thus the services of Pontiac were 
firmly declined. Then the chieftain appealed 
to St. Ange de Bellerive, a French officer, 
whose acquaintance he had made in Canada 
and who afterwards became the first Gover- 
nor of what isnow known as the State of Mis- 
souri, but then the territory of Louisiana. St. 
Ange could do nothing but decline an alliance 
with Pontiac, who was: forced to 
withdraw with his warriors. At the 
‘final evacuation St. Ange refused 
to accompany DeNeyon de Villiers’ expedition 
to New Orleans, but crossed over to St. Louis, 
better known as Chouteau’s Settlement, and 
there he remained. in 1769, five years later, 
the town had developed into an important 
trading point, and an attempt was made to 
construct fortifications. On the high ground 
just back of the settlement, at the edge of the 
forest. four large towers were built, intended 
to serve as Dastions to a wall connecting them. 
One of these towers stood where now is the 
corner of Fourth and Walnut streets; About 
this time everybody in the settlement was 
surprised 
| TO FIND PONTIAC IN THEIR MIDST, 
aily bedecked in the gaudy uniform of a 
rench officer, and it was found that the 
French-Canadian Government had re- 
warded him tor his hatred of ..the 
English by giving him a commission 
and a uniform, and his purpose at the settle: 
ment was to visit St. Ange. He was no longer 
feared, for his ill-advised campaigns had 
Gwindled his tribe to a smali number, and he 
himself had become depraved with @rink. 
When his visit to St. Ange had ended Pontiac 
declared his intention of visiting bis French 
friends at Cahokia, in English ter- 
ritory. He was repeatedly warned 
not to cross the river, but 
his daredevil spirit never forsook him, and 
he made the visit. Whenthe presence of the 
Ottawa chief was known in Cahokia, an Eng- 
 ‘ieb trader named Williamson hired a vaga- 
ond’ Kaskaskia Indian to murder Pontiac. 
‘his Indian gotthe chieftain intoxicated, en- 
iced him away from the town into 
thicket, and there - brained him 
vith a tomahawk. When his body 
was discovered, the French had it carefully 
conveyed across to St. Louis for burial. Near 
one of the towers his grave was prepared, 
and on a designated day the chieftain’s tuneral 
occurred with great ceremony. He was buried 
vith the honors of war, the garrison and all 
16, inhabitants of the post assembling at the 
‘rave. At the close of the ceremony,’a 
Jute was fired,while theremnantof Ottawas 
ve forth lamentations over tbe departed 
eftain. Thus was buried One of the brav- 
, Indians of history. And itis somewhat 
rious to revive the picture of that great

LONG BELLO Ww’S POEMS. 


The Inspiration Under Which Several 
Were Written. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

The late James T. Fields, big about 
Longfellow, said: **AsI happen to know of 
the birth of many of Longfeliow’s poems, 
Jet me divulge to you a few of their secrets. 
The ‘Psalm of Life’ came into existence on a 
bright summer morning in July, 1838, in 
Cambridge, as the poet sat between two win- 
dows at asmall table in the corner of his 
chamber. lt wasa verse. from his inmost 
heart, and he kept it unpublished fora long 
time. It expressed his own feelings at that 
time, when recovering from a deep afilic- 
tion, and he had it in his 
own heart for many months. 
The poem of ‘The Reaper, Death,’ came 
without effort, crystaiized into his mind. 
‘The Light of the Stars’ was composed on a 
serene and beautiful summer evening, ex- 
actly suggestive of the poem. ‘The Wrec 
of the Hesperus’ was written the night after 
a violent storm had occurred, and as the poet 
sat smoking his pipe the Hesperus came sail- 
ing into his mind. He’went to bed, but couid 
not sleep, and wrote the celebrated verses. 
It hardly caused Him an effort, tut flowed on 
without let or hindrance. On aw summer 
afternoon in 1849, as he was riding on the 
beach, ‘The Skeleton in Armor’ rose as out 
of the deep before him and would not be laid. 

“One of the best known of all of Longfe)- 
low’s shorter poems is ‘Excelsior.? That one 
word happened to catch his eye one autumn 
eve in 1841, on a torn piece of newspaper, 
and straightway his imagination took. fire at 
it. Taking up a piece of paper, which hap- 
pened to be the back of a letter received that 
day from Charlies Sumner, he crowded it with 
verses. As first written down ‘Excelsior’ 
differs from the perfected and published ver- 
sion, but it shows a rush and giow worthy of 
its author. The story of ‘Evangeline’ was 
first suggested to Hawthorne by a friend who 
wished to found a romance on it. Haw- 
thorne did not quite coincide with the idea, 
and he handed it over to Longfellow,who saw 
~ “py the elements of a deep and tender 
idyl. 


Philadelphia Press Correspondence. 


Expressing a preference for his ‘ ‘Evange- 
line,” I ventured to say: “I see you located 
the final scene of that beautiful story in Phil- 
adelphia.” ‘Tne poem 1s one of my favorites 
alsoO—as much, perhaps, on account of the 
manner in which I got the groundwork for it 
as anything else.” “*What is the story, please?” 
**) will tell you. Hawthorne came fo dine with 
me one day, and brought a friend with him 
from Salem. While at the dinner Mr. Haw- 
thorne’s friend said to me: ‘I have been try- 
ing to get Hawthorne to write a story about 
the banishment of the Acadians from Acadia, 
founded upon the life of a young Acadian 
girl who was then separated from her liver, 
spent the balance of her life searching for 
him, and when both were old found him 
dying in a hospital.’ ‘Yes,’ said Hawthorne, 
‘but there is nothing in that fora story.’ I 
caught the thought at once thatit would make 
aistrikivg picture if put in verse, and gaid, 
‘Hawthorne, giveitto mefora poem, and 
promise methat you will not write about it 
until I have written the poem.’ ‘ 

‘Hawthorne readily assented to my request, 
and it was agreed that I should use his 
friend’s story for verse wheneverI had the 
time and inclination to write it. In 1825] 
siarted for Europe, and when in New York 
concluded I would visit Philadeiphia, and so 
went over. It was in the spring about this 
time, and the country was as beautiful as it 
is to-day. I spent a week inthe Quaker City, 
stopping at the old Mansion House, on Third 
street, near Wainut.. It was one of the best 
hotels 1 ever stopped at, and at that time per- 
baps the best inthe country. It had been 
the private residence of the wealthy Briz- 
hams, and was kept by a man nafeed Head. 
The table was excellent, and the bed-cbam- 
bers were splendidly furnished and, were 
great, large, airy rooms, as large as this’’— 
turning around . and surveying the ample li- 
brary-room in which we were seated. ‘*It has 
given way now to the demands of business, I 
believe, for when I was last there I could 
hardly recognize the place where[ stood. 
During this visit I spent much time looking 
about, and Philadetphia is one of the places 
which madea lasting impression upon me 
and left its mark upon my later work. [ven 
the streets of Philadelphia make rhyme. 

Chestnut, Walnut, Spruce, and Pine, 
Market, Arch, Race, and Vine. 

**T got the climax of ‘Evangeline’ from 
Philadelphia, you know, and it was singular 
howl happened to do so.’ I was passiug 
down Spruce street one day toward my hotel 
after a walk, when my attention was attracted 
to large building with beautiful trees about 
it inside of a high inclosure. I walked along 
until I came to the great gate, and then step- 
ped inside and looked carefuily over the 
place. The charming picture of lawn, flower- 
beds and shade which it presented made an 
impression which has never left me, and 
twenty-four years after,when I came to write 
‘Evangeline,’ I located the final scene,the 
meeting between Evangeline and Gabriel] and 
the death, at this Poor-house, and the burial 
in an old Cafholic grave-yard not far away, 
which I dby chance in another of my 
walks. Itis purely a fancy sketch, and the 
name of Kvangeiine was coined to complete 
the story. The incident Mr. Hawthorne’s 
friend gave me, and myvisit tothe Poor- 
house in Philadelphia gave me the ground- 
work of the poem.”

Hewas the oldest of two sons, his 
brother being about three years younger, His 
father Was at one time a sea captain and made 
several voyages to Chita, on one of which the 
youngest son accompanied him, but never re- 
turned.
